Mr. dnder- 
donk's contract with the syndi<-ate eum- 
nieuoes just before Van llorne stalioii i.i 
reached, and extends to about lliiriy ndles 
beyond Kaglo Pass landing. .V short dis- 
tance wesi of Van llorne there is a thorough 
outtingover half a mile in length, and out of 
which 80,000 yardts of earth and boulders 
were removed.

Mulliall 
had charge of aecuting the supplies for 
the fnuit during tho season, and was 
t'i|ual to the task, one rc(|iiiring cousiil 
lu-able calculation to always h.ivc material 
on hand for tho tracklayer and bridge- 
builder.

Their im 
munity from llic disease, and the certainty 
with whicli they recover when attacked 
by it, is accounted for by the simplicity of 
their diet.
